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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

This office action is in response to amendment filed on 1/8/2008. Of tine 
previously presented claims 7 and 8, claim 8 has been amended. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 7 and 8 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The invention of the present application pertains to a button apparatus employing 
a wearable computer that comprises a transceiver for communication with the 
transceiver of a vending machine by using the human body of the user as an electric- 
field propagating medium or as a communication interface. The vending machine 
comprises a sales processor and a plurality of commodity selection buttons. The 
buttons each comprise a conductive pusher in connection with the transceiver of the 
vending machine, a switch configured for transferring press information, and an 
insulator disposed between the conductive pusher and the switch. The novelty of the 
invention lies in the functions performed by the insulator in combination with the manner 
for conducting a transaction between the wearable computer and the vending machine. 
More specifically, the sales processor regularly sends a connection confirmation packet 
to inform presence of the vending machine. When the body of the user pushes one of 
the conductive pushers disposed on a commodity selection button, a communication 
path is established between the transceiver of the wearable computer, the transceiver of 
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the vending macliine, the sales processor, the body of the user, and the conductive 
pusher. Using connection the wearable computer detects the connection confirmation 
packet of the sales processor and sends electronic money information to the sales 
processor. The sales processor uses the switch press information to determine the 
desired commodity of the user and requests the wearable computer to pay for the 
selected commodity. The insulator functions to allow the communication path to only be 
established when the user presses a selection button and prevents a user for 
conducting a transaction by merely touching the button without real intention of 
purchasing the item. 

Accordingly, Applicant's claims are allowed for these reasons and for the reasons 
recited by the Applicant in the amendment filed on 1/8/2008. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the Issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Tajima et al. (US 6,441 ,721 ) - Tajima discloses a data transmission apparatus 
and data reception apparatus (title). In the scope of the invention a user wears a 
bracelet-type reception apparatus and touches a contact plate on an information plate to 
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receive data from a transmission apparatus using tlie liuman body as a transmission 
medium (abstract). Tajima teaches that when a user does not touch the contact point, a 
driver is not supplied to enable initiation of data transmission (column 4, lines 36-57). 
However, Tajima does not teach the functions of the insulator or the steps of performing 
a transaction of the present application. 

Koga (US 6,684,200) - Koga discloses a cashless vending machine (title). In the 
scope of the invention a vending sends a broadcast signal at a regular interval to the 
area surrounding the vending machine (column 5, lines 20-25). However, Koga does 
not teach the functions of the insulator or the steps of performing a transaction of the 
present application. 

Doi et al. (US 6,771,161) - Doi discloses a data transmission system using a 
human body as a signal transmission path (title). Doi teaches that when a user wearing 
a first transceiver touches a touch electrode of a second transceiver a signal path is 
established through a portion of the user's body. The first transceiver comprises a 
signal detector that receives a start signal from the second transceiver as a 
consequence of a user touching the touch electrode thereby making the circuits ready 
for receiving data (column 4, lines 18-67). However, Doi does not teach the steps of 
performing a transaction of the present application. 

Piikivi (US 2002/0198849) - Piikivi discloses an advanced method and 
arrangement for performing electronic payment transactions (title). In the scope of the 
invention a purchase procedure is conducted wherein a terminal sends a message 
telling the vending machine that it is preparing to make a purchase. The vending 
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machine responds witli a message containing tlie temporary ID given for the transaction 
(page 3, paragraph 46). The terminal then responds to the vending machine with 
purchase information and a certificate granted by a creditor. The vending machine then 
verifies the received information from the terminal with the creditor and delivers the 
product or service upon a successful verification result (pages 3-4, paragraphs 46-48). 
However, Koga does not teach the functions of the insulator or the steps of performing a 
transaction of the present application.
